■ 1. The fundamental principle of the Canadian criminal law being 
thatr every person charged with an offence shall be deemed guilty until 
he is enabled to prove bis innocence, it is expected that every pDlice 
constable will refrain from violutiug this essential portion of the British 
Constitution on pain of instant dismissal from the force. 

2 . When a person is arrested for a crime which he has not committed, 
he should be encouraged in every possible manner to admit his guilt. 
Thiffwill save much bother and trouble, besides ensuring the certainty of 
conviction. 

3 . If a police constable obtains evidence respecting the innocence of 
a person under arrest he must not make any use of the same without 
Bpccial permission from the Chiet of Police, it being regarded as an act 
of insubordination on-the -part of a police constable to usurp the func- 
tions -of hw superiors. 

4 . Every police constable is expected to support upon oath when 
required the testitnony of any constable who may desire such assistance. 
It is not necessary on such occasions to speak the truth. 

5 . Persons found lying insensible in the public streets are to be 
arrested for being drunk and disorderly. Should any person so arrested 
prove to be suffering from an attack of apoplexy a surgeon may be sent 
for on the following day after the fine is paid. 



6 . If any person so inebriated shall refuse to resist the police constable 
in the execution of his duty, it will be the duty of the constable to 
knock him down and afterwards cljarge him with violent conduct. 

7 . Drunken and other persons endeavoring to resist being taken into 
custody shall be conveyed to the nearest police station in charge of four 
constables, who shall carry the offender face downwards in a horizontal 
position, occasionally dropping him violently on the- pavement for the 
purpose of reminding him of the strong arm of the law. 

8 . It being indispensable that the general health of the force should 
be preserved from injury, each police constable will be penuitted to re- 
ceive rations of cold mutton, pickles and beer from the cooks and house- 
maids, on his beat. Should any house proprietor require an explanation 
of the system he may be referred to the Recorder’s Court or arrested for 
interfering with the police in the execution of their duty. 

If during ai^ exiunination or trial a police constable is asked 

whether he knows any tliirig^of the accused he must reply in the affirmative, 
and give a significant shake of t£e head lest he be suspected of ignorance. 

10 . Above all, every constable must bear in mind that he is not a 
man but a policeman, and that bis interests arc superior -to those of the 
general community whose sole business it i^topt^vide him wicli excuses, 
for running th«m in.
